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FATHER SAYS SON

Northcutt farm near Riverside ior 
graves of the supposed victims of 
Gordon Stuart Northcott, 21 yerr 
old, a fugitive. 

Questioned for two days resa’ ‘d- 
ing the reported killings, North- 
cott’s father, held in custody here, 
last night told of some of ths acts 
of hig son, police said. 

The elder Northcott early tocay 
led police to the garage on the 
small farm and search for the 
bodies of three of the supposed 
victims was begun under a con- 
crete floor. 

Mother and Son Face Charges. 

Riverside authorities have an- 
nounced complaints charging mur- 
der will be filed against yollig 
Northeott and his mother, Mrs. 
Louise Northcott, who the father 
said was the only person aaving 
any control over the youth, and 
who is thought to have bern an 


accomplice in the suspected Urs | 


ders. 

Northcott told police that his son 
and grandson, Sanford Clark, lo 
vears old, now held by the authori- 
ties, had told him of the murders, 
but that he did not believe their 
stories. 

First reports of the “murder 
farm” were given to police hy 
young Clark following his arrest 
for Canadian immigration author- 
ities. He said young Northcvtt 
had forced him te aid in one f the 
murders. Four of the victims, he 
said, were young boys kidnaped in 
suburbs of Los Angeles in tte last 
few months, and held and arused 
at the farm, before they were put 
to death. 

Father Tells of Fifth Murder. 

Account of a fifth murder was 
added by the father of the sus- 
pect in his rambling story. It was 
reported to have occurred in a min- 
er’s cabin nearby where Northcott 
and a miner are reported to have 
slain another miner. Finding that 
a boy had witnessed the killing, 
Northcott seized him and he was 
taken to the farm where a few 
days later he was put to death. 
The fathercharges both his wife 
and son with making repeated at- 
tempts on his life. He said .e 
left them in Canada and came to 
California, but they followed him. 
The last attempt on his life, he 
declared, was six weekg ago. 

The elder Northcott started his 
statement to police after . he 
had been informed that his grand- 
daug'iter, Jessie Clark, had told a 
Similar story to Vancouver, B. C., 
authorities. 

At the same time Northcutt do- 
clared that two mysterious tele- 
grams received by him from Can- 
ada signed “Frank Lyons, “3ar- 
rister,” and “Mrs. W, C. Hudson,” 
were from his wife. He was quot- 
ed as saying that the latter name 
was one sometimes taken by Mrs. 
Northcott. The telegrams were 
thought to contain veiled refer- 
ence. to the murders. 

Diggers Uncover Bones. 

While Riverside investigators 
yesterday searched the Northcott 
farm for the bodies of three boys 
and a Mexican youth whom Clark 
said Young Northcott had slain, 
one officer uncovered a half dozén 
bones, thought to be those of 1 
10-year-old boy. All were taken 
to Los Angeles laboratories for ex- 
amination. 

This was the first direct evidence 
that either Northcott or Clerk's 
stories might be substantiated, 
though it was at first reported 
three open graves had been found 
in a chicken yard on the farm. Of- 
ficers thought the bodies had been 
removed from these graves hur- 
hiedly, and destroyed, probably. by 
fire or lime. 

Some doubt was cast on Clark's 
story here by the father of Lewis 
and Nelson Winslow, two of the re- 
ported victims, who thought his 
sons were alive, and had been seen 
in Texas after the date of their 
deaths., as fixed by Clark. Officers 
also reported Walter Collins, a 
third reported victim, was alive 
aml = in los Angeles, although 
his mother refused to acknowledge 
the boy as her son.

The damage to 
sugar cane is probably not great, 
as recent plantings were too sma! 
to fall. While the taller cane was 
blown flat, it will “knee up” and 
produce a crop. 

A traveler arriving from Tluma- 
cao said seyeral sugar mills were 
flattened. Authentic information 
stated that several towns in the 
central region showed only a few 
houses standing. One large farmer 
from Clales reported that his 60 
buildings, including tobacco and 
dairy barns, fruit sheds and tenant 
cottages, had all been destroyed. 
This region also reported large 
losses in dairy and other livestock 


Complete information as to 
losses of tobacco in storage is not 
available. It is known, however, 
that these losses were large.

At the two places they said 90 per 
cent of the bwildings were dam- 
aged, 73 per cent badly, and 
scores were injured. 

Myerson said the efficiency of 
the West Palm Beach hospital had 
been reduced 70 per cent. by the 
storm damage and that scores of 
injured were treated. An appeal 
was made to Miami for doctors, 
nurses and ambulances. 

B. C. Denby of Combs Ambulance 
Service reported he saw two white 
persons dead in a West Palm 
Beach morgue and saw v0 seriously 
injured. The food problem, he said, 
was serious. Nearly all stores and 
warehouses were unroofed and the 
stocks soaked by water, Myerson 
said.

New Orleans. Signals of the Palm 
Beach set, evidently operated on 
batteries, were weak, he said, and 
Tavares may not have received the 
message, which was being repeated 
over and over. 

There was no wire service of any 
kind into West Palm Beach or 
Palm Beach today, the lines hav- 
ing gone down shortly after the 
hurricane struck the cities. Re- 
lief forces were dispatched from 
Miami today following uncon- 
firmed reports of. casualties.

In a statement today Ty said he 
was just ‘“‘baseball tired’ and wants 
to quit. Cobb said he realized that 
his best days are behind him and 
did not think there were many days 
in the offing for him as a player. 
He said he wanted to spend some 
time with his family before his 
“kids” grow up and “away from 
him.” He said he and Mrs, Cobb 
plan a trip to Europe at the close 
of the present season. 

A Leader in All Departments. 

Cobb, who as a former star of 
the Detroit Tigers, later manager 
of that club and for the last two 
years a member of the Philadel- 
phia Athletics, has been one of the 
greatest all around players of the 
game. He has led in batting, driv 
ing in runs, base running, and in 
fact, in every department of the 
game he always has stood near the 
top. 

Two years ago he figured with 
Tris Speaker, then manager of the 
Cleveland baseball club in charges 
of betting on a “sure thing” in 
baseball. Judge Kenesaw M. 
Landis, arbiter of the organized 
baseball after a hearing, said the 
charges were unfounded. Cobb 
then resigned from the Detroit 
club and was signed by Connie 
Mack of the Athletics. 

"T will leave baseball with a lot 
of regrets and still with a light 
heart,” Cobb said.
